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Background: The PECSEA was established in June 9, 1976, by President Ford
and 1s a presidential advisory group that operates within the International
Trade Administration of the Department of Commerce. The subcommittee advises
the President on matters pertinent to those portions of the Export
Administration Act of 1979 that deal with the US policies of encouraging trade
with all countries with which the US has diplomatic or trading relations. In
addition, PECSEA is responsible for controlling trade for national security,
foreign policy, and short supply reasons. Members of the subcommittee prepare
papers which are cleared through Commerce Department and sent to the '
President. (See tab opposite for 1ist of 87-88 papers.) These papers become
policy papers of the President's Export Council. This subcommittee is a
transitional committee which will continue until September 1989. (See tab
opposite for further background information.)

Previous luncheon speakers have included US Trade Representative Clayton
Yuetter, Secretary of Commerce William Verity, Senator John Heinz,
Congresswoman Nancy Johnson, former Assistant Secretary of the Treasury
Francis Keating, and former NSC Special Assistant to the President Robert

Arthdr Herbert Hausman is Chairman of the Board of Directors of Ampex Corporation,
headquartered in Redwood City, California. He was elected Chairman in February. 1981,

Hausman joined Ampex in 1960 as Vice President and Director of Research and in 1961
was amed V.xce President -- General Manager, Research and Advanced Technology, and
Seniof Technical Officer. In 1963, he was appointed Vice President - Operations with

~The head of the President‘s Export Council Aug. 8 wrote to President Reagan
expressing concerns about U.S. defense trade policies and suggesting
establishment of an office to coordinate U.S. actions in the area.

PEC Chairman Colby H. Chandler‘s letter, released Aug. 9 at a PEC Export

Administration subcommittee meeting, contends that '‘conflicting policies
and lack of coordination tetween agencies have had an adverse effect oh our
defense industry's international competitiveness.'!

The letter does not directly address munitions export controls-a principal focus
of a House foreign Affairs Committee examination of the policies as part of its
review of the foreign Assistance Act of 1941-but it stresses weakening U.S.
defense export industries’ competitiveness.

This trend, Chandler wrote, could hurt the (.S. defense industrial base,
increase reliance on foreign sources for U.S5. security, and reduce ''one of the
few positive foreign trade balances the United States has been able to
maintain.*’

Chandler noted that U.S. defense-related sales dropped from $22 billion in 1982
to about 9 billion last year, and he cited declines in the U.5. portion of the .
international defense market, the proportion of U.S. defense exports to NATO
member countries, and the level of research and development in support of the
defense industry.

Moreover, he said, although the aerospace industry is still strongly
competitive, the continuing decline in the U.5. defense market share has
weakened the U.S5. technological lead and its industrial base.

‘It should be noted that this trend is occurring in the defense industry, where
the United States has long held a position of preeminence in the world,'' he
added. £ )

Chandler cited as a contributing factar to the competitive deterioration the
‘'inability of government to agree on a common sef of goals concerning defense
trade and the defense industrial base.'’ :

Responsibility is divided among the Departments of State, Commerce, Defense, and
Treasury, he continued, with economic, foreign policy, and defense-related
decisions also made through the Coordinating Committee on Multilateral Export
Controls and memorandum of understanding agreements.

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“‘These decisions are frequently made without adequate industry or even
interagency, consultations, or without a clear view of how these decisions will
affect the industrial base,’'’ he said.

Foreign Competition

Meanwhile, Chandler said, U.S. firms face increasing competition. He mentioned
the development of the defense industry both by Western allies and developing
countries, with most competitors aggressively supported by their governments.

"'Unlike the United States,‘‘ he continued, ‘‘other nations are motivated to
develop a competitive defense industry by largely economic considerations and to
promote defense exports as strongly as commercial trade.‘’

Contending that the economic health of the U.S. defense industry is as important
as defense readiness, Chandler called for a coherent national strategy to
improve the U.S. aerospace and defense industry‘s 1nternat10nal position while
supporting the U.5. economy and foreign policy.

The PEC, Chandler wrote, is aware that enhancing U.S5. defense industry
cumpetxtxveness must involve improved procurement procedures to guard against
illegal and unethical practices, but he added that there must be an articulated
policy to xmprove cooperation within agencies.

The PEC, he sald believes a strategy must emanate from presidential policies,
and suggested that consideration be given to designating an office to coordinate
interagency activities on aerospace and defense trade issues where more than one
department has responsibilities and to improve relatxons between the government
and industry.

With the press of a button on a computer keyboard, Commerce Secretary C.
William Verity yesterday sent an export license hummlng electronically across
the country -- part of a major effort to make it easier for U.S. high-technology
companies to sell overseas.

The new electronic system for issuing export licenses, unveiled yesterday by
the Commerce Department will cut to three days the time it takes to check

whether a product can be shipped overseas without harming U.S. national

security. Before the electronic system went into effect, it took 13 days to win
license approval on sales to non-Communist nations; in 1954 the approval time
was as long as 54 days.

The Commerce Department had been accused by business groups of costing them

high-tech sales because of the time it took to get export licenses. These
charges led to an effort in the past four years to upgrade the licensing
procedure while tightening the net to ensure that overseas sales that could hars
national security do not slip through.

The license issued yesterday went to Hewlett-Packard Co. of Palo Alto,
Calif., and was for the sale of a $ 12,000 computer to an Italian firm.

In a test of the operation last week, Perkin-Elmer Corp. of Norwalk, Conn.,

got its license in three days to sell a $ 108,000 patient monitoring system to a
French hospital. "We got immediate turnaround -- three days compared to seven to
10 days,“ said Norman §. Smith, Perkin-Elmer‘'s director of trade controls.

His company jumped in early, working with Commerce Department officials to
develop the software needed to hook into the electronic system.

"It will improve our response to customers and gives predictability to

licensing,“ said Smith, a member of the subcommittee on export
administration appointed by the President's Export Council.

The new system allows applicants for export licenses to non-Communist

countries, which cover 80 percent of all requests, to file their applications
electronically. The application is screened by a computer to check if the
product is eligible for a license and if the buyer or seller has a record of
diverting high~technology products to Soviet bloc nations. A licensing agent
double-checks the computer, and the license is approved or denied within three
days. This speedup will reduce the agency‘s paperwork, thereby cutting the time
it takes to handle license applications for China and Eastern bloc nations and
the Soviet Union, which face stricter criteria. ‘
